HISTORICAL  SKETCH. 


And  ye  shall  hallow  the  fiftieth  year.  * * It  shall  be  a 

jubilee  unto  you. — Leviticus  25:  10. 

The  minutes  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  for  the 
Quarterly  Communication,  held  on  December  3,  1855,  state : 
“A  number  of  the  Brethren  residing  in  Germantown  having 
petitioned  Grand  Lodge  for  permission  to  form  a new  lodge,  to 
be  known  as  ‘Mitchell  Lodge,  No.  296,  A.  Y.  M.,’  the  same  was 
referred  to  the  Grand  Lodge  officers  with  power  to  act.” 

The  warrant  prayed  for  was  granted  and  thus  a new  star 
was  added  to  the  constellation  that  adorns  the  Grand  Lodge 
galaxy.  How  beautiful  has  been  its  lustre ! With  what  radi- 
ancy has  it  shone  in  its  fealty  and  obedience  to  its  parent  Grand 
Lodge ! Loyal  to  the  tenets  of  the  craft,  true  to  its  ancient  land- 
marks, and  ever  zealous  in  promoting  and  upbuilding  the  glor- 
ious superstructure  of  our  imperishable  institution ! 

foundation  of  lodge. 

The  necessity  for  a new  Lodge  in  Germantown  had  been 
discussed  at  considerable  length  by  resident  brethren  of  the 
craft,  especially  by  those  who  were  at  that  time  members  of 
what  has  been  known  as  our  mother  Lodge.  Hiram  Lodge, 
No.  81,  at  that  time  met  in  what  was  known  as  Upper  German- 
town, on  Germantown  avenue,  near  Franklin  street.  Of  the 
twenty-two  Brethren  who  constituted  the  charter  list,  nineteen 
were  members  of  Hiram  Lodge,  No.  81,  and  one  each  of  Wash- 
ington Lodge,  No.  59;  Phoenix  Lodge,  No.  130,  and  Eastern 
Star  Lodge,  No.  186. 
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DEDICATION  OE  THE  LODGE. 


The  causes  which  led  to  its  formation  were  manifold.  They 
can  best  be  epitomized  by  quoting  from  the  first  page  of  the 
original  record  of  proceedings,  or  minutes : 

“Whereas,  During  the  years  1853-4-5  it  appeared  to  many 
of  the  Brethren  of  Hiram  Lodge,  No.  81,  A.  Y.  M.,  of  Ger- 
mantown, Pa.,  that  a change  of  their  place  of  meeting  was 
expedient  and  desirable ; and  so  anxious  did  they  feel  on  this 
point,  that  they  had  the  question  of  removal  several  times  de- 
bated, but  without  success ; finally,  they  determined  peacefully 
to  separate,  and,  with  the  aid  of  some  of  their  Brethren  from 
other  lodges,  form  a new  one.  With  this  object  in  view,  several 
preliminary  meetings  were  held  at  the  office  of  Brother  William 
H.  Squire,  when  the  subject  received  the  most  serious  consid- 
eration and  obtained  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Brethren. 
Committees  were  appointed  for  the  various  departments  of  the 
work.  Each  and  all  of  them  discharged  their  respective  duties 
with  the  utmost  zeal  and  fidelity,  and  at  length  had  the  happi- 
ness of  seeing  their  labors  crowned  with  success  ! 

INSTALLATION. 

The  new  Lodge  was  constituted  and  installed  on  Saturday, 
December  22,  1855,  in  the  Grand  Lodge  room  of  New  Masonic 
Temple,  Chestnut  street,  by  the  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Mas- 
ter Brother  James  Hutchinson,  under  the  name  and  rank  of 
“Mitchell  Lodge,  No.  296,  A.  Y.  M.”

Lodge,  No.  81,  Worshipful  Master;  Brother  John  J.  Griffiths, 
from  Phoenix  Lodge,  No.  130,  Senior  Warden;  Brother  Daniel

There  are  some  discrepancies  in  the  list  of  names,  as  noted 
in  the  records  of  Lodge  No.  81,  having  withdrawn  to  form 
Lodge  No.  296,  and  those  constituting  our  list  of  charter  mem- 
bers. The  following  will  explain  one  of  them,  as  well  as  afford 
an  instance  of  the  brotherly  love  and  affection  that  permeated 
the  ranks  of  those  whose  memory  we  now  so  reverently  cherish  : 

PREEIMINARY  MEETING. 

“Mitchell  Lodge,  296,  A.  Y.  M.,”  held  at  the  office  of 
Brother  William  H.  Squire,  December  6,  1855,  Brother  Thomas 
J.  Roberts  in  the  chair. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  presented  by 
the  Committee  appointed  to  draft  them,  duly  received  and  or- 
dered to  be  entered  on  the  minutes : 

"Whereas,  It  having  pleased  Divine  Providence  to  remove  sud- 
denly from  our  midst  our  much  esteemed  Brother  George  Hergesheimer, 
Therefore  be  it 
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“Resolved,  That  we,  his  Masonic  Brethren,  deeply  sympathize 
with  his  afflicted  family  and  wish  to  unite  our  sorrow  joined  to  him 
by  the  ties  of  kindred,  and,  though  only  Brethren  by  adoption,  yet 
knowing  his  worth  as  a man,  we  can  feel  with  sincere  sorrow  the  great 
grief  which  weighs  upon  his  bereaved  family.

CHARTER  MEMBER. 

To  the  few  who  have  been  spared  for  fifty  years,  or  up- 
wards, after  having  passed  the  portals  of  Freemasonry,  God  has 
been  indeed  kind.  Doubly  blest  are  they  for  their  increasing 
years  of  duty  and  opportunity.  We  are  honored  with  the  pres- 
ence of  but  one  of  the  original  charter  members,  Brother  John 
H.  Tingley,  whose  activity  and  interest  in  the  earlier  history 
of  the  Lodge  was  of  the  most  pronounced  and  aggressive 
nature.  Brother  Joseph  Fling,  who  had  originally  intended  to 
become  a charter  member,  but  was  admitted  a member  at  the 
first  stated  meeting  of  the  Lodge,  also  deserves  honorable 
recognition,  as  the  oldest  living  “admitted  member”  and  for  his 
years  of  faithful  service.  We  are  pleased  to  present  a por- 
trait of  Brother  Tingley,  and  doubly  gratified  to  have  him  with 
us  at  the  golden  anniversary  exercises  of  the  Lodge. 

PAST  GRAND  MASTER  MITCHELL. 

The  name  “Mitchell”  was  suggested  and  adopted  in  honor 
of  Brother  Dr.  John  K.  Mitchell,  who,  at  the  time  of  the  consti- 
tution of  the  Lodge,  occupied  the  honorable  and  exalted  station 
of  Right  Worshipful  Senior  Grand  Warden  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Pennsylvania.  It  is  said  that  he  was  related  to  Past  Master 
Brother  Samuel  B.  Henry,  M.  D.,  and  was  held  in  the  highest 
esteem  by  a number  of  the  charter  members.  We  are  fortunate 
in  being  enabled  to  present  a steel  plate  engraving  of  this  dis-

tinguished  Past  Grand  Master,  whose  name  we  cherish,  and  in 
whose  record  and  career  we  take  just  pride.  What  more  appro- 
priate frontispiece  could  be  selected  to  adorn  this  Fiftieth  Anni- 
versary volume  ? 

Brother  Mitchell  was  Grand  Master  for  but  three  months, 
his  death  occurring  on  April  4,  1858,  at  his  residence,  on  Wal- 
nut street,  Philadelphia.  A large  Bible,  presented  to  the  Lodge 
by  Grand  Master  Mitchell  during  his  brief  term  as  such,  is  one 
of  the  most  precious  possessions  of  the  Lodge,  and  is  in  constant 
use  upon  its  altar. 

At  a special  meeting  of  the  Lodge,  held  April  6,  1858, 
eulogies  were  delivered;  a committee  was  appointed  to  draft 
resolutions,  and  arrangements  were  made  to  attend  his  funeral, 
and  also  to  drape  the  Lodge  room,  jewels,  etc.,  in  mourning 
for  a period  of  six  months. 

FIRST  STATED  MEETING. 

The  first  stated  meeting  was  held  in  Odd  Fellow’s  Hall, 
situated  on  Wister  street,  south  side,  west  of  Wakefield  street, 
and  occupied  then,  as  now,  by  Philomathean  Lodge,  No.  10, 
I.  O.  O.  F.,  on  Saint  John’s  Day,  December  27,  1855.  The 
Lodge  was  opened  in  the  Master  Mason’s  degree  at  6.30  o’clock 
P.  M.  There  were  nineteen  members  and  three  visiting  Breth- 
ren present.  Eight  petitions  for  initiation  and  three  for  mem- 
bership were  received.  The  election  of  Treasurer  and  Secre- 
tary took  place  in  the  Entered  Apprentice  degree  and  the  instal- 
lation of  the  same  officers  in  the  Master  Mason’s  degree. 
Brother  George  Fling,  Past  Master,  was  chosen  Treasurer.  He 
installed  the  Secretary.  This  was  the  beginning  of  a long  and 
active  career  on  the  part  of  Brother  Fling,  who  has  often  been 
alluded  to  as  the  “Father  of  the  Lodge.”  His  alertness  and 
aggressiveness  proved  him  to  be  a “pillar  of  strength”  and  the 
mainstay  of  the  Lodge  throughout  its  trials  and  vicissitudes  for 
many  years. 

The  first  meeting  closed  at  eight  o’clock  P.  M. ! 


second  stated  meeting. 


On  the  third  Thursday,  January  17,  1856,  the  second  meet- 
ing was  held  in  Odd  Fellows’  Hall,  with  seventeen  members  and 
eleven  visitors.  The  following  were  admitted  members : 
Brothers  Joseph  Fling  and  David  A.  Roberts,  from  Hiram 
Lodge,  No.  81,  and  David  McNabb,  from  Billy  Lodge,  No.  87, 
Ireland.  The  By-laws  of  Union  Lodge,  No.  121,  were  tempo- 
rarily adopted.  Hiram  Lodge  presented  Mitchell  with  two 
hundred  dollars  as  a nucleus.  This  is  an  evidence  of  not  only 
good  faith,  but  it  shows  the  strong  bond  of  fraternal  love  and 
affection  that  has  endured  during  all  these  years  between  these 
two  Lodges,  and  the  reciprocal  and  brotherly  feeling  that  has 
under  all  conditions  been  so  apparent. 

first  meeting  at  town  hall. 

On  January  24,  1856,  a special  meeting  was  held  in  the 
Lodge  room  at  Town  Hall.  This  was  chosen  as  the  regular 
place  of  meeting.  The  room  is  situated  on  the  south  side  of  the 
building,  third  floor,  and  is  devoted  to  the  use  of  secret  and  fra- 
ternal organizations  to  the  present  day. 

Early  trials  and  tribulations. 

At  the  meeting  of  February  14,  1856,  it  was  resolved: 
“That  each  member  be  requested  to  advance  the  sum  of  ten 
dollars,  to  aid  the  Lodge  in  defraying  the  expenses  of  outfit.” 
Loans  were  also  made  to  the  Lodge  on  the  part  of  individual 
members. 

FIRST  BY-LAWS. 

On  March  20,  1856,  at  a stated  meeting,  the  first  regular 
Code  of  By-laws  was  adopted,  with  such  excerpts  from  the 
Ahiman  Rezon  as  were  found  incorporated  in  the  By-laws  of 
Phoenix  Lodge,  No.  130.

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AVERAGE  ATTENDANCE. 


For  the  first  six  months  the  average  attendance  at  the 
stated  or  special  meetings  was  fifteen  members  and  ten  visitors. 

VISIT  OF  GRAND  EODGE  OFFICERS. 

On  June  12,  1856,  the  Lodge  was  honored  by  the  presence 
of  the  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Master  Brother  Peter  William- 
son, Right  Worshipful  Deputy  Grand  Master  Brother  John  K. 
Mitchell,  and  Right  Worshipful  Junior  Grand  Warden,  Brother 
John  Thomson.  “Entered  Apprentice  Lodge  opened,  which 
was  called  off  from  labor  to  refreshment,  for  the  space  of  thirty 
minutes.  After  partaking  of  a delightful  repast,  in  company 
with  the  Grand  officers,  and  an  interchange  of  brotherly  greet- 
ings, the  Lodge  was  called  on  to  labor.” 

special  meeting. 

June  19,  1856,  appears  to  be  recorded  as  the  first  “special 
meeting.”  There  appears  to  be  a conflict  in  dates  given  as 
to  whether  the  Lodge  met  on  the  second  or  third  Thursday  of 
the  month.  The  Lodge  opened  at  9.10  o’clock  P.  M. 

LIFE  MEMBERSHIP. 

August  14,  1856,  Brother  John  H.  Tingley  was  granted 
his  certificate  of  life  membership.  Several  of  the  members  were 
subsequently  accorded  a similar  privilege,  upon  the  payment  of 
a certain  sum.  Brother  George  S.  Bethell  resigned  from  the 
Lodge. 

LODGE  SEAL. 

On  November  6,  1856,  a committee  was  appointed  consist- 
ing of  Brother  Thomas  M.  Brooks  and  Frederick  Emhardt,  to 
procure  a Lodge  seal,  the  design  thereof  being  left  to  their 
judgment  and  adoption. 
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first  annual  meeting. 

At  the  annual  meeting,  held  on  December  io,  1856,  the 
usual  routine  business,  incident  to  the  closing  of  the  year,  was 
transacted.  The  Grand  Secretary,  in  a communication,  recom- 
mended “The  Masonic  Register,  issued  by  Miss  Manning, 
daughter  of  Brother  the  late  Thomas  S.  Manning,  to  the  favor- 
able notice  of  the  Lodge.”  The  Secretary  was  directed  to  pur- 
chase a number  of  copies.  The  precedent,  thus  established,  has 
been  followed  to  this  day.  The  Lodge  was  called  off  in  the 
Entered  Apprentice  degree,  for  the  purpose  of  going  into  an 
election  of  officers,  a custom  at  variance  with  our  present  pro- 
cedure. There  were  but  two  tellers  appointed  to  conduct  the 
election.  It  is  not  of  record  that  either  Trustees  or  a Represen- 
tative to  Grand  Lodge  was  elected.  The  annual  meeting 
opened  at  6 o’clock  P.  M.  and  closed  at  8 o’clock  P.  M.  What  a 
splendid  example  and  opportunity  for  emulating  Brother  Ben- 
jamin Franklin’s  ethics,  “early  to  bed,”  etc.  There  were  sixteen 
stated  and  special  meetings  held  during  the  year  1856. 

TRUSTEES  APPOINTED. 

On  January  8,  1857,  the  Worshipful  Master  installed  the 
elective  officers  and  announced  his  appointments  for  the  “pres- 
ent Masonic  year.”  Brother  John  H.  Tingley  was  named  as 
Senior  Deacon;  four  Trustees  were  appointed,  and  also  a 
Standing  Committee,  a Committee  on  Inquiry,  and  a Commit- 
tee on  Charity. 

Among  the  numerous  bills  presented  was  one  due  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  for  six  months’  rent  of  room,  $30.00.  Also  one 
for  60  suppers,  $60.00;  12  bottles  wine,  $24.00;  2 bottles 
brandy,  $3.00;  3 bottles  whiskey,  $3.00;  cigars,  $1.50;  total, 
$91.50.  Gas  bill,  three  months,  68  cents. 

STRUGGLING  UNDER  A BURDEN. 

The  Lodge  up  to  this  time  had  been  subjected  to  consider- 
able expense  for  Masonic  clothing,  jewels,  alterations,  and 
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many  other  incidental  essentials.  The  Worshipful  Master,  upon 
motion,  was  therefore  constrained  to  appoint  a committee  of 
three  members  ‘‘to  devise  some  means  of  extricating  the  Lodge 
from  her  present  difficulties.”  The  committee’s  solution  of  the 
problem  eventually  relieved  the  strain. 

SEEKING  A NEW  HOME. 

On  Friday  evening,  March  13,  1857,  a special  meeting  was 
held  to  take  into  consideration  the  proposition  of  Brother  Wil- 
liam Hopkin,  that  the  Lodge  could  occupy  his  building,  situated 
on  Main  street,  below  the  depot,  and  then  in  course  of  erection. 
The  essential  features  of  the  proposition  were : The  third  floor 
of  the  building  to  be  used  by  Mitchell  Lodge  exclusively,  to 
provide  such  ante-rooms  as  required.  Dimensions — length,  51 
feet  6 inches;  32  feet  deep,  and  height  of  ceiling  12  feet,  with 
arch  in  centre.  The  Lodge  to  advance  loan  of  eleven  hundred 
dollars  at  6 per  cent,  interest,  and  secured  by  bond  and  mort- 
gage. Annual  rent,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars,  to  be 
credited  on  mortgage.  The  Lodge  to  do  its  own  gas  fixing. 
Privilege  to  continue  the  lease  as  long  as  desired. 

MITCHEEL  LOAN. 

The  proposition  was  accepted,  and  for  the  purpose  of  “put- 
ting their  design  into  execution,”  it  was  resolved : That  there  be 
created  one  hundred  and  fifty  shares  of  stock,  entitled  “Mitchell 
Loan,”  at  ten  dollars  each,  payable  in  installments  of  two  dollars 
every  sixty  days. 

LiEE  membership. 

This  stock  was  interest  bearing  at  six  per  cent.  It  was 
agreed  that  one  share  would  be  received  in  full  payment  for 
life  membership,  and  also  as  part  payment  of  fee  by  a newly 
initiated  member.  After  four  years’  time  the  stock  to  be  re- 
ceived for  any  indebtedness  due  the  Lodge.  A Building  and 
Loan  Committee,  consisting  of  seven  members,  was  appointed 
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to  superintend  and  carry  out  the  design.  On  Wednesday,  March 
1 8,  1857,  the  members  gathered  in  the  Lodge  room  to  hear  an 
oration  on  “Masonry,”  delivered  by  Brother  A.  Washington 
Goff.  There  was  no  regular  Lodge  opened. 

GRAND  LODGE  VISITATION. 

On  March  12,  1857,  at  a special  meeting,  Right  Worship- 
ful Grand  Master  Brother  Peter  Williamson,  accompanied  by 
Right  Worshipful  Deputy  Grand  Master  Brother  John  K. 
Mitchell  and  other  Grand  Lodge  officers,  paid  the  Lodge  an 
official  visitation.  The  Grand  Secretary,  Brother  William  H. 
Adams,  submitted  a criticism  of  the  minutes,  complimenting 
them  for  neatness  and  general  work,  but  calling  attention  to 
omissions  and  disposition  to  curtail  a full  account  of  the  pro- 
ceedings. The  Lodge  at  this  time  had  36  members.  The  Grand 
Master  delivered  an  eloquent  address  on  “Masonry,”  giving  “a 
lucid  history  of  its  origin,  rise  and  progress ; describing  its 
beneficent  and  happy  influences  on  the  moral  character  and 
condition  of  man ; the  many  difficulties  and  bitter  persecution  it 
encountered  from  time  to  time,  all  of  which  it  has  happily  over- 
come, by  and  through  the  sublimity  of  Truth  alone,  and  now 
exhibits  to  the  world  an  aspect  of  moral  grandeur  and  beauty, — 
commanding  our  love,  our  respect  and  our  admiration !” 

In  July,  1857,  the  Building  and  Furnishing  Committees 
were  authorized  to  complete  the  furnishing,  etc.,  of  the  new 
(Hopkin’s)  hall. 

hopkin’s  hall  occupied. 

September  3,  1857,  the  first  meeting  was  held  in  the  new 
home  of  Mitchell  Lodge.  The  building  was  known  as  the 
Commercial  House.  Past  Grand  Master  Brother  William  Bar- 
ger honored  the  Lodge  with  his  presence  upon  this  occasion. 
This  Lodge  room  continued  as  the  place  of  meeting  for  about 
seventeen  years.  It  was  the  scene  of  many  triumphs,  and  a 
number  of  years  of  unusual  prosperity.  Here  the  Lodge  regu- 
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larly  met  during  the  perilous  times  of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion. 
Here  it  passed  through  the  six  years  of  its  greatest  activity  in 
the  work  (1863-1868),  when  two  hundred  and  thirteen  names 
were  enrolled  in  its  membership.  These  indeed  were  the  days 
of  “Mitchell’s”  glory,  when  it  grew  rapidly  in  numerical  and 
financial  strength.  The  Lodge  room  was  occupied  exclusively 
by  Mitchell  Lodge. 

At  the  annual  meeting,  on  December  24,  1857,  there  was 
considerable  rejoicing  over  the  bright  outlook  that  appeared, 
and,  prompted  by  the  spirit  that  should  govern  every  true 
Mason,  there  was  donated  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  to  two  of  the 
Brethren  who  were  sick  and  in  distress. 

CHARITY. 

Up  to  this  period  and  during  the  fifty  years  of  the  history 
of  Mitchell  Lodge,  No.  296,  the  minutes  are  replete  with  in- 
stances of  charity  and  acts  of  benevolence  to  its  members,  way- 
faring Brethren,  widows  and  others  deserving  its  benefactions. 
Thus  the  ambition  and  hopes  of  its  founders,  to  occupy  a niche 
in  the  community  and  to  do  good,  have  been  repeatedly  ful- 
filled. About  this  time  Brother  Richard  Vaux,  who  ten  years 
later  became  Grand  Master,  donated  fifty  dollars  to  the  Charity 
fund. 

SPECIAL  MEETINGS  EOR  FUNERALS. 

On  March  10,  1858,  a special  meeting  was  held  to  arrange 
for  the  funeral  of  Brother  Charles  R.  Wentz,  of  Lodge  81, 
which  the  members  agreed  to  attend  in  a body,  providing  a 
“four-horse  omnibus  for  the  occasion.”  Meetings  called  for 
this  purpose,  not  only  for  Mitchell  Lodge,  but  also  for  Hiram 
Lodge  members,  were  of  frequent  occurrence  in  the  earlier 
days. 

PERMANENT  CHARITY  FUND. 

March  25,  1858,  a permanent  Charity  fund  was  established, 
agreeing  to  set  apart  five  dollars  from  each  initiation,  but  this 
does  not  appear  to  have  been  done. 
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LODGE  DUES  AND  FINANCES. 

The  Lodge  dues  appear  to  have  been  twenty-five  cents  per 
month  for  the  first  two  and  a-half  years.  During  this  period 
the  Lodge  was  fraught  with  annoying  financial  struggles  and 
problems  to  meet  its  increasing  wants,  but  all  were  in  time 
bravely  and  successfully  overcome. 

October  21,  1858.  An  invitation  was  received  from 
Doylestown  Lodge,  No.  245,  to  participate  in  the  dedication  of 
their  new  hall. 

November  18,  1858.  Among  the  initiated  Brethren  was 
Alfred  C.  Harmer.  Brother  Harmer  was  for  upwards  of 
twenty  years  Representative  to  Congress  from  the  Fourth 
Pennsylvania  District,  embracing  Germantown,  and  was  latterly 
known  as  “the  father  of  the  House.” 

PROCLAMATION  AND  ALMONERS. 

An  official  proclamation  from  Grand  Master  Brother 
Henry  M.  Phillips,  dated  March  21,  1859,  announced  that 
brotherly  intercourse  and  affiliation  with  New  York  Masons 
could  be  renewed,  all  differences  with  said  Grand  Lodge  having 
been  removed.  A modification  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Charity 
fund  and  the  dispensing  of  alms  being  expedient,  two  members 
from  each  lodge  were  appointed  to  effect  the  change.  The  rep- 
resentatives of  296  were  Brothers  John  Roberts  and  John  K. 
Gamble. 

DISPENSATION. 

July  16,  1859,  a dispensation  was  received  and  acted  upon, 
permitting  the  conferring  of  the  three  degrees,  at  one  and  the 
same  session  of  the  Lodge,  upon  Francis  E.  Shattuck,  who  was 
about  to  depart  for  New  Orleans. 

October  6,  1859,  authority  was  given  the  Secretary  to  ad- 
vertise all  stated  and  special  meetings  in  the  Philadelphia  Press. 

October  13,  1859,  the  Lodge  assisted  at  the  dedication  of 
the  new  hall  of  Hiram  Lodge,  No.  81,  at  Chestnut  Hill. 
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July  26,  i860,  Brother  John  A.  Flynn,  who  was  by  occu- 
pation a school-teacher,  vacated  the  secretaryship. 

Considerable  space  has  been  given  thus  far  to  the  first  six 
years’  transactions.  Time  and  space  will  necessitate  an  abridge- 
ment of  subsequent  proceedings. 

December  12,  1861,  stated  meetings  changed  from  second 
to  the  fourth  Thursdays.  Roxborough  Lodge,  No.  135,  ex- 
tended invitation  to  dedication  of  their  new  hall. 

January  23,  1862,  a stated  meeting  was  held  in  Odd  Fel- 
lows’ Hall,  Wister  street.  The  reason  for  holding  the  meeting 
here  has  not  been  made  apparent  in  the  minutes. 

ONE  COUNTRY,  ONE  FLAG. 

The  patriotism  of  the  Lodge,  the  intense  loyalty  of  its 
members  to  the  Union  cause  during  the  entire  period  of  the 
Civil  War,  were  frequently  manifested.  On  July  24,  1862,  a 
communication  from  Meridian  Sun  Lodge,  No.  158,  soliciting 
the  co-operation  of  all  Lodges  in  a joint  committee  to  devise 
means  for  assisting  the  sick  and  wounded  soldiers  in  the  hos- 
pitals of  Philadelphia  was  favorably  received,  and  financial 
assistance  was  granted  this  committee  at  subsequent  periods. 
Ten  dollars  each  month  was  regularly  subscribed  for  an  ex- 
tended period.  February  26,  1863,  the  dues  of  Brother  John 
Slugg,  who  had  enlisted  at  the  beginning  of  the  war,  were 
remitted. 

The  minutes  abound  with  records  of  just  such  instances 
as  these. 

COMMITTEES. 

Among  the  committees  appointed  by  the  Worshipful  Mas- 
ter were : Standing  Committee,  Committee  on  Inquiry,  Com- 
mittee on  Charity,  Building  Committee  and  Trustees. 

The  vagaries  of  prime  extravagance  were  shown  by  “a  cold 
supper  at  one  dollar  per  capita,”  and  at  a later  date,  circum- 
scribing the  refreshments  to  seven  dollars  per  meeting. 
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PROUD  Of  OUR  ROSTER. 


Mitchell  Lodge  from  its  incipiency  has  had  enrolled  upon 
its  membership  many  of  Germantown’s  substantial  and  ener- 
getic citizens,  distinguished  in  public  and  private  affairs,  and 
respected  for  their  probity  and  business  acumen.  A glance 
over  the  list  will  verify  the  foregoing  presumption. 

It  is  meet  and  proper  to  single  out  the  name  of  one  to 
whom  has  been  given  the  highest  honor,  save  one,  that  can  be 
accorded  to  any  Mason,  the  proud  and  honorable  station  of 
Right  Worshipful  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  Pennsylvania. 
Brother  George  W.  Kendrick,  Jr.,  was  initiated  August  27, 
1863,  and  continued  a member  of  Mitchell  Lodge  until  January, 
1867,  withdrawing  to  join  Washington  Lodge,  No.  59,  of 
which  he  shortly  after  became  Worshipful  Master.  We  are 
gratified  to  include  an  elegant  likeness  of  him,  and  none  are 
disposed  to  do  him  greater  honor  than  his  Masonic  Alma  Mater. 

BANNER  YEAR,  1 864. 

The  year  of  1864  was  a remarkable  one  in  several  respects. 
It  was  notable  for  an  era  of  prosperity,  not  excelled  in  any  one 
of  the  preceding  or  succeeding  years.  The  Lodge  gained  in 
numerical  and  financial  strength  beyond  the  expectations  of  its 
most  sanguine  enthusiast.  There  were  forty  stated  or  special 
meetings  held  during  the  year,  wherein  eighty-two  (82)  were 
initiated,  six  (6)  admitted,  or  a total  acquisition  of  eighty- 
eight  (88)  members!  According  to  the  records,  this  indicated 
that  the  Symbolic  degrees  were  separately  exemplified  in  the 
Lodge  two  hundred  and  forty-four  times ! Reflect  upon  the 
diligence  manifested,  the  labor  imposed  upon  the  Worshipful 
Master  and  his  co-workers  in  the  Lodge.  We  may  possibly 
better  appreciate  the  task  they  took  pleasure  in  performing  by 
not  only  recalling  recent  experiences,  but  by  noting  the  fact, 
which  our  elder  Brethren  can  well  attest,  that  the  work  in  those 
days  was  more  extended  than  now.  Those,  indeed,  were  the 
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days  when  Mitchell  Lodge  was  stimulated  to  action,  teeming 
with  life,  hope  and  vigor. 

In  the  month  of  September,  1864,  there  were  twenty  En- 
tered Apprentices  made. 

CIVIL  WAR  AFTERMATH. 

In  June,  1865,  a donation  was  authorized,  through  the 
Charity  Committee,  to  assist  Miss  Clara  Barton  in  the  work 
of  furnishing  information  of  missing  soldiers  to  their  families 
or  friends. 

The  stated  or  regular  meetings  were  held  on  the  second 
Thursday  of  each  month. 

July  10  and  27,  1865,  considerable  discussion  was  indulged 
in  as  to  the  advisability  of  returning  to  Town  Hall  as  a place  of 
meeting,  Brother  Hopkin,  the  owner  of  the  building  in  which 
the  Lodge  met,  offering  four  hundred  dollars  for  its  furniture, 
and  to  release  the  Lodge  as  a tenant.  Propositions  were  ad- 
vanced and  motions  made,  but  finally,  on  August  24,  1865,  they 
were  rejected. 

A plan  was  presented  September  14,  1865,  for  a new  Ma- 
sonic Hall,  which  was  referred  to  a committee  of  four  to  act  and 
consider  in  conjunction  with  the  Trustees.  This  was  only  one 
of  a number  of  efforts  that  were  made  to  finally  select  a hall 
to  be  used  and  owned  by  Lodge  296. 

PAST  MASTER’S  JEWELS. 

December  13,  1865,  at  the  annual  meeting,  the  retiring 
Worshipful  Master,  Brother  William  Davis,  was  presented  with 
a beautiful  mark,  in  honor  of  faithful  and  extensive  work  per- 
formed. He  was  subsequently  presented  with  a Past  Master’s 
jewel,  a custom  which  has  been  in  vogue  ever  since.  Since  1880 
these  jewels  have  been  of  uniform  size  and  design.  Brother 
Davis  was  signally  bright  and  active  in  the  rendering  of  the 
Lodge  work,  and  for  a number  of  years  responded  to  calls  for 
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such  service  in  nearby  Sister  Lodges,  who  appreciated  the  help 
and  instruction  he  was  ever  ready  to  impart. 

past  masters. 

It  will  be  a source  of  great  gratification  to  all,  and  indeed 
to  many  a most  agreeable  surprise,  to  find  in  this  volume  the 
photo-engravings  of  all  of  the  Past  Masters,  except  four.  These 
have  been  obtained  only  after  most  exhaustive  and  diligent 
search  upon  the  part  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Anniversary  Com- 
mittee, assisted  by  several  of  the  Brethren. 

A glance  over  the  list  of  names  of  Past  Masters  herein 
given  may  lead  to  several  inquiries.  Brothers  Thomas  F. 
Betton,  George  Fling  and  William  H.  Squire  had  served  as 
Worshipful  Master  of  Hiram  Lodge,  No.  81,  during  the  years 
1850,  1853  and  1854,  respectively,  and  hence  the  two  former 
were  received  and  accredited  as  Past  Masters  at  the  formation 
of  the  Lodge. 

Brother  John  Krickbaum  served  for  two  years  as  Worship- 
ful Master  for  the  only  reason  that  can  be  inferred  from  the 
minutes;  that  it  appears  Brother  Daniel  M.  Boyd,  who  had 
served  as  Junior  Warden  in  1861,  and  as  Senior  Warden  in 
1862  had  either  declined,  or  was  denied  the  customary  advance- 
ment. 

Brother  William  H.  Brooks  also  served  two  years.  This 
was  made  obligatory,  for  a short  period  only,  through  action  of 
Grand  Lodge  requiring  two  years’  service  as  Worshipful  Mas- 
ter essential  to  eligibility  as  a member  of  Grand  Lodge  there- 
after. This  law  was  subsequently  rescinded. 

We  will  not  further  particularize,  except  to  add,  in  a gen- 
eral way,  that  Mitchell  Lodge  has  many  reasons  for  feeling 
proud  of  those  to  whom  the  highest  honor  has  been  accorded, — 
“Honor  to  whom  honor  is  due.” 

HOUR  OP  MEETING. 

It  appears  generally  of  record  that  the  Lodge,  for  the  first 
twenty-four  years,  opened  at  6 o’clock  P.  M.  during  the  winter 
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months,  or  from  September  to  March,  and  at  7 o’clock,  P.  M. 
from  April  to  August. 

TEN  YEARS’  ACCUMULATIONS. 

The  total  resources  or  wealth  of  the  Lodge,  as  given  in  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Accounts  for  the  year  ending  De- 
cember, 1865,  was  approximately  twenty-eight  hundred  dollars, 
with  all  indebtedness  paid. 

FIRST  MASONIC  TENANT. 

March  8,  1866,  an  application  was  received  from  German- 
town Chapter,  No.  208,  R.  A.  M.,  for  the  renting  of  Lodge- 
room  at  forty  dollars  per  annum,  which  was  granted. 

PRESENTATION  of  a cane. 

September  13,  1866,  a cane  was  presented  by  Brother  Har- 
man Baugh,  with  the  understanding  that  it  was  to  be  handed 
to  each  successive  Worshipful  Master.  It  was  made  up  from 
parts  of  the  old  Masonic  Temple  on  Third  street,  and  is  still 
in  possession  of  the  Lodge. 

In  1866,  the  fee  for  initiation  was  raised  from  forty  to 
sixty  dollars. 

On  Saint  John’s  Day,  1866,  Brother  Joseph  M.  Hill  was 
installed  Worshipful  Master.  The  meeting  of  the  Lodge  on 
this  hallowed  day  in  Freemasonry  has  been  infrequent.  The 
Trustees  were  elected  at  the  succeeding  meeting  in  January. 

The  diversity,  not  only  in  the  working  of  the  various  de- 
grees, but  also  as  to  rules  and  course  of  procedure,  compared 
with  our  present  day  methods  and  practices,  is  quite  manifest. 

February  14,  1867,  something  in  the  nature  of  a “Saint 
Valentine’s  surprise”  was  given  the  Lodge  by  seventeen  of  the 
Brethren  tendering  their  resignations  for  the  purpose  of  form- 
ing Richard  Vaux  Lodge,  No.  384.  The  Lodge  appropriated 
two  hundred  dollars  as  a donation  to  the  Brethren,  who  with- 
drew, and  to  assist  them  in  their  project. 
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DIVINE  SERVICE. 


The  Secretary  was  directed  to  notify  members,  through 
the  columns  of  the  Public  Ledger,  that  the  Lodge  would  attend 
divine  service  in  a body  on  Monday  evening,  March  18,  1867, 
at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  on  Price  street. 

DEATH  OE  BROTHER  GODDARD,  R.  W.  G.  M. 

July  18,  1867,  the  death  of  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Mas- 
ter Brother  John  L.  Goddard  was  announced  by  Deputy  Grand 
Master  Brother  Richard  Vaux. 

A communication  from  Richard  Vaux  Lodge,  No.  384, 
acknowledging  the  pecuniary  aid,  and  also  the  fraternal  assist- 
ance rendered  on  the  part  of  Mitchell  Lodge,  was  received, 
expressing  the  deepest  gratitude  and  alluding  to  296  as  its 
“parent  Lodge.” 

Another  evidence  of  the  helpful  disposition  of  Mitchell 
Lodge  was  the  passing  to  the  chair,  upon  numerous  occasions, 
of  Brethren  who  were  members  of  other  Lodges,  which  is  now 
unlawful. 

AMBITIOUS  FOR  A HOME  OF  ITS  OWN. 

November  14,  1867,  the  Trustees  were  directed  to  ascer- 
tain whether  an  eligible  building  lot  could  be  purchased  upon 
which  a Masonic  Hall  could  be  erected. 

ONE  OF  MANY  EVIDENCES  OP  GENEROSITY. 

At  the  same  stated  meeting  a committee  was  appointed,  to 
confer  with  other  societies  of  Germantown,  with  the  object 
in  view  of  creating  a fund  for  the  relief  of  indigent  persons, 
and  one  hundred  dollars  was  appropriated  thereto. 

VISITING  AND  RELIEF  OF  THE  SICK. 

December  12,  1867,  it  was  resolved  that  the  Master  and 
Wardens,  in  conjunction  with  two  members,  should  constitute 
a committee  to  systematically  and  periodically  visit  the  sick 
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Brethren,  and  proffer  them  such  assistance  or  relief  as  their 
conditions  and  necessities  required. 

The  fee  for  initiation  and  membership  was  advanced  to 
seventy-five  dollars,  and  by  direction  of  Grand  Lodge  ten  per 
cent,  thereof  was  diverted  to  the  building  fund  for  the  pro- 
posed new  Masonic  Temple,  the  corner  stone  of  which  was  to 
be  laid  on  Saint  John’s  Day,  June  24,  1868. 

NEW  MASONIC  TEMPLE,  BROAD  AND  ElLBERT  STREETS. 

Laying  of  the  Corner  Stone. 

June  18,  1868.  A special  meeting  of  the  Lodge  was  held 
to  make  preparations  to  assist  in  the  laying  of  the  corner  stone 
and  ceremonies  incident  thereto  on  the  following  Wednesday. 
Brother  Joseph  M.  Hill,  P.  M.,  was  appointed  Marshal ; one 
hundred  aprons  were  procured,  and  strictly  full  Masonic  dress 
required. 

FIRST  STATED  MEETING  OMITTED. 

The  stated  meeting  for  August,  1868,  was,  upon  motion, 
omitted. 

OFFSPRING  OF  NEW  LODGES. 

During  1867-68  the  resignations  of  several  members  were 
accepted  to  enable  them  to  join  Lodges  about  to  be  formed,  viz : 
Friendship,  No.  400,  and  Fritz,  No.  420,  at  Jenkintown  and 
Conshohocken,  respectively. 

The  total  membership  of  the  Lodge  on  Saint  John’s  Day, 
December  27,  1868,  was  two  hundred  and  thirty-one,  showing 
a loss  of  sixty  members  since  its  constitution,  through  resigna- 
tions, deaths  and  suspensions. 

THE  CHICAGO  Fire. 

October  12,  1871.  Having  learned  of  the  disastrous  fire 
in  Chicago,  111.,  and  the  sufferings  of  members  of  the  craft, 
the  Lodge  donated  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  be  for- 
warded to  the  Grand  Master  of  that  State  for  their  relief. 
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May  9,  1872.  A fire  in  Somerset,  Pa.,  caused  great  afflic- 
tion to  a number  of  Brethren  and  twenty-five  dollars  was  given 
to  their  relief  fund. 

MASONIC  HALL,  GERMANTOWN. 

The  history  incident  to  the  purchase  of  the  ground  and 
construction  thereon  of  the  large  and  commodious  granite 
building  known  as  Masonic  Hall,  and  which  has  been  our 
abiding  place  for  over  thirty-one  years,  can  be  briefly  outlined. 
At  a special  meeting,  held  on  February  20,  1873,  a motion  pre- 
vailed, by  a vote  of  27  to  3,  that  the  property  known  as  “Pine 
Place,”  and  situated  on  Main  street,  below  Mill  street,  be 
secured  from  Saint  Luke’s  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  at  a 
purchase  price  of  twelve  thousand  dollars.  The  lot  measured 
seventy-seven  and  one-half  feet  frontage,  by  one  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  in  depth. 

MASONIC  HALL  ASSOCIATION  OE  GERMANTOWN. 

March  13,  1873,  at  a stated  meeting,  rather  lengthy  reso- 
lutions were  adopted,  embodying  the  following-named  essen- 
tial features : That  a committee  of  ten  members  be  appointed 
to  procure  a charter  for  “Mitchell  Hall  Association,”*  who 
should  have  supervision  of  the  construction  of  the  building, 
and  assume  title  to  said  property ; to  take  charge  of  all  finances, 
the  issuing  of  stock,  and  to  have  general  supervision  over  the 
future  maintenance  of  the  real  estate  which  was  vested  and 
transferred  to  said  Association,  the  Lodge  not  being  an  incor- 
porated body  and  could  not  safely  hold  title  in  its  name.  The 
Committee,  consisting  of  Brothers  Edwin  R.  Stevens,  William 
Penn  Walters,  Peter  Leetin,  Charles  L.  Eberle,  Daniel  L. 
Iveyser,  Joseph  Randall,  George  Fling  and  William  H.  Em- 
hardt,  therefore  made  application  to  the  Court  of  Common 

*The  minutes  make  mention  of  the  name  “Mitchell”  in  the  original 
resolutions  as  recorded.

Amos  H.  Hall,  W.  M.,  1873 


Pleas,  on  April  io,  1873,  for  a charter,  which  was  granted  on 
June  2,  and  signed  and  sealed  on  June  27,  1873.  Of  the  ten 
signers,  five  have  passed  away. 

The  officers  of  the  original  Board  of  Managers  were : 
Brothers  George  Fling,  president ; William  H.  Emhardt,  treas- 
urer, and  who  has  continued  in  office  for  over  thirty-two  con- 
secutive years ; Charles  L.  Eberle,  secretary. 

The  building  was  erected  by  Brother  Thomas  W.  Wright, 
assisted  by  other  members  of  the  craft  as  sub-contractors. 

On  October  9,  1874,  a mortgage  of  twenty-two  thousand, 
five  hundred  dollars  was  created.  The  expenditures  at  this 
time  amounted  to  about  forty  thousand  dollars.  Brother  Daniel 
E.  Keyser  served  as  president  from  July  2,  1883,  until  his 
death,  March,  1884,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  Brother  John 
George  Schuler,  who  has  presided  over  the  Board  meetings 
ever  since. 

The  present  Board  of  Managers  are : Brothers  John  G. 
Schuler,  William  H.  Emhardt,  James  R.  Kendrick,  H.  B.  Amer- 
ling,  William  S.  Kriebel,  Charles  L.  Lockwood,  and  John 
Hinds.

MODERN  INNOVATIONS. 

At  the  stated  meeting  held  on  July  10,  1873,  it  was,  upon 
motion,  resolved : “That  there  be  built  in  the  new  Masonic 
Hall,  two  hot-air  flues,  in  case  we  should  want  to  use  them 
instead  of  stoves.”  And  there  they  are  to  this  day. 

DEDICATION  OE  THE  NEW  MASONIC  TEMPLE. 

A very  large  proportion  of  the  members  attended  in  a body 
the  dedication  of  the  beatiful  Masonic  Temple  at  Broad  and 
Filbert  streets,  Philadelphia,  on  September  26,  1873.  The  occa- 
sion was  a gala  one,  in  which  Mitchell  Lodge,  with  hundreds 
of  other  Masonic  bodies,  participated  with  great  enthusiasm. 

July  29,  1874.  Special  meeting.  Application  was  made  to 
Grand  Master,  Brother  Alfred  R.  Potter,  for  permission  to 
move  the  Lodge  to  the  new  Masonic  Hall,  then  approaching 
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completion.  At  the  following  stated  meeting,  August  13,  it 
was  agreed  that  the  furnishing  of  the  new  hall  be  secured  by 
subscription  on  the  part  of  members.  The  necessary  funds  were 
thus  collected. 

MASONIC  HALL  COMPLETED. 

November  12,  1874,  the  Secretary  of  the  Building  Com- 
mittee read  a full  and  detailed  account  of  the  transactions 
incident  to  the  erection  of  the  new  Masonic  Hall,  and  reported 
that  the  building  was  finished.  A resolution  was  adopted,  and 
a copy  thereof  presented  to  each  member  of  the  Committee, 
thanking  them  for  the  zeal,  fidelity  and  untiring  energy  dis- 
played. 

INVITATION  FOR  LECTURE. 

At  the  meeting  held  March  11,  1875,  the  Secretary  was 
directed  to  invite  Brother  Robert  Morris,  LL.  D.,  to  deliver  his 
lecture  on  “Mount  Moriah  and  Its  Secrets”  at  the  stated  meet- 
ing, April  8,  1875,  and  that  invitations  to  be  present  be  also 
extended  to  our  sister  Lodges,  Hiram,  No.  81,  Richard  Vaux, 
No.  384,  and  Friendship,  No.  400. 

November  11,  1875.  R.  W.  G.  M.  Brother  Alfred  R. 
Potter  honored  the  Lodge  with  his  presence.  After  imparting 
instruction  with  regard  to  the  work,  he  complimented  the  Lodge 
upon  the  good  order  and  decorum  displayed  by  the  Brethren 
during  the  conferring  of  degrees. 

CENTENNIAL  YEAR,  1876. 

During  this  year  many  Master  Masons  from  foreign 
jurisdictions  visited  Philadelphia.  The  Grand  Master  issued 
instructions,  requiring  the  utmost  diligence  to  be  exercised, 
particularly  as  to  the  method  and  place  of  examining  way- 
faring Brethren.  A number  of  Brethren  from  distant  points 
visited  Mitchell  Lodge  during  the  progress  of  the  Centennial 
Exhibition,  and  were  accorded  the  characteristic  greeting  that 


its  members  are  wont  to  give.  One  of  the  visiting  Brethren, 
Brother  Edward  K.  Brick,  of  Vineland  Lodge,  No.  69,  New 
Jersey,  presented  the  Lodge  with  a beautiful  and  substantial 
altar,  in  appreciation  of  the  hospitality  shown  him  upon  fre- 
quent occasions. 

On  the  tenth  day  of  May,  1876,  the  Stars  and  Stripes  were 
set  to  the  breeze  from  our  hall,  in  recognition  of  the  opening 
of  the  Centennial  Exposition. 

There  are  occasions  in  every  Lodge  that  may  be  character- 
ized as  original,  if  not  unique.  At  the  stated  meeting  held  on 
March  8,  1877,  the  Entered  Apprentice  degree  was  conferred 
upon  the  three  Ludy  brothers.  This  was  regarded  as  an  event 
of  more  than  passing  interest,  and  was  commented  upon  by 
members  of  sister  Lodges,  as  well  as  having  been  published  in 
various  Masonic  papers  about  that  time.  Three  months  later 
the  three  Peberty  brothers  were,  in  like  form,  initiated  at  one 
and  the  same  meeting  of  the  Lodge.  This  fact  was  heralded 
throughout  the  jurisdiction  as  “The  second  set  of  triplets  for 
296  in  one  year.” 

PRESENTATIONS. 

April  11,  1878,  a resolution  of  thanks  was  tendered  to 
Brothers  George  Fling,  Thomas  W.  Wright,  Amos  H.  Hall, 
Charles  F.  Fisher,  John  D.  Caldwell  and  James  Kinnier  for 
gifts  of  desks,  pedestals  and  emblems  presented  to  the  Lodge. 

REEIEE  eor  yellow  eever  sueeerers. 

September  12,  1878,  the  members  of  the  Lodge  contributed 
materially  to  the  relief  of  the  yellow  fever  sufferers  in  the 
South. 

The  total  membership  of  the  Lodge  on  January  3,  1879, 
was  one  hundred  and  eighty-five. 

Right  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  Brother  Michael  Nisbet, 
issued  instructions  to  subordinate  Lodges,  calling  attention  to 
the  requirements  of  the  Ahiman  Rezon,  and  emphasizing  a 
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strict  compliance  thereto  on  the  part  of  all  the  Brethren  as 
being  essential  to  the  individual  fellowship  of  the  members,  and 
the  general  standing  and  well-being  of  the  respective  Lodges. 

On  May  8,  1879,  Grand  Master  Nisbet  paid  the  Lodge  an 
official  visit.  Brother  Nisbet  became  Grand  Secretary  in  1881, 
occupying  that  important  station  for  a number  of  years,  and  was 
personally  well  known  to  many  of  our  members. 

Brother  Amos  H.  Hall,  Past  Master,  severed  his  connec- 
tion with  the  Lodge  on  May  13,  1880,  and  became  a member  of 
Washington  Lodge,  No.  59.  He  was  an  active  and  influential 
member  of  the  Lodge  for  thirteen  years.  We  honor  him,  as 
well  as  ourselves,  by  including  his  photograph  in  this  volume. 

MASONIC  HOMS. 

July  12,  1883,  a communication  was  received  from  Grand 
Lodge,  embodying  a resolution  adopted  June  6,  1883,  approv- 
ing of  the  proposed  establishment  of  a Home  for  Aged  and 
Indigent  Master  Masons.  At  the  Quarterly  Communication, 
held  September  5,  1883,  a series  of  well  defined  resolutions, 
setting  forth  in  every  detail  all  provisions  for  the  creation  of  a 
Masonic  Home,  were  presented.  These  resolutions  were  read 
at  a stated  meeting  of  the  Lodge,  held  October  11,  and  enthu- 
siastically endorsed  by  the  entire  membership.  Subsequently, 
when  the  Home  was  fully  established,  Mitchell  Lodge  con- 
tributed the  membership  fee  of  one  hundred  dollars,  and  since 
then  has  cheerfully  subscribed  its  annual  dues,  and  such  other 
contributions  it  was  called  upon  to  make,  for  the  maintenance 
of  this  most  worthy  and  respected  institution.  Four  of  our 
aged  and  beloved  members  have  found  a deserved  and  needed 
asylum  therein.  Three  of  these  spent  their  remaining  days 
there,  in  full  appreciation  of  the  comforts  and  privileges  that 
were  theirs  to  enjoy.  They  have  since  passed  away,  leaving  but 
one  representative  of  296  on  the  roll  of  residents.  It  was  the 
earnest  prayer  of  all  of  us  that  Brother  Elias  M.  Firth,  Past 
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Master,  who  died  in  the  Masonic  Home,  and  was  buried  from 
there  on  March  14,  1905,  could  have  been  spared  a little  while 
longer,  especially  so  in  view  of  his  long  and  active  career  and 
having  been  a charter  member  of  the  Lodge. 

DEATH  OF  TWO  PAST  MASTERS. 

July  12,  1883,  resolutions  were  adopted  upon  the  death  of 
Past  Master  Brother  George  Fling,  who  was  spoken  of  as  an 
aggressive  and  indefatigable  worker.  Also  Past  Master  Brother 
Charles  F.  Fisher,  whose  loss  was  mourned  for  his  intelligent 
devotion  to  Freemasonry.  Their  deaths  occurred  on  June  17 
and  20,  1883,  respectively. 

LECTURE  ON  BENJAMIN  FRANKLIN. 

October  9,  1884,  Right  Worshipful  Junior  Grand  Warden, 
Brother  Clifford  P.  MacCalla,  delivered  a lecture  before  the 
Lodge  on  “The  Masonic  Life  and  Character  of  Benjamin 
Franklin.” 

PRESENTATION  OF  GAVELS. 

May  14,  1885,  Past  Master,  Brother  William  Dounton, 
entertained  the  Brethren  with  a graphic  description  of  his  visit 
to  the  Holy  Land.  He  presented  the  Lodge  with  a pair  of 
gavels,  the  heads  of  which  were  made  from  oak  taken  from  the 
Mount  of  Olives,  and  the  handles  from  acacia,  or  balsam,  from 
the  banks  of  the  River  Jordan.  In  this  connection  it  may  be 
appropriate  to  add  that  the  ashlars,  or  gavel  blocks,  which  have 
been  in  use  for  forty-eight  years,  were  presented  to  the  Lodge 
by  Past  Masters  Brothers  Thomas  F.  Betton  and  George  Fling. 

CENTENNIAL  ANNIVERSARY  OF  GRAND  LODGE. 

September  24  and  25,  1886,  Grand  Lodge  celebrated  the 
Centennial  Anniversary  of  its  independence.  Several  of  the 
Past  Masters  and  officers  of  Mitchell  Lodge  participated. 
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MASONIC  MINUTES. 


During  the  past  twenty  or  twenty-five  years  the  Lodge 
minutes  have  undergone  a vast  change,  both  as  to  form,  general 
neatness,  and  precision.  The  Secretary  now  is  required  to 
enter  in  the  record  of  the  proceedings  the  names  of  all  members 
and  visitors  present,  and  from  whence  the  latter  hail ; to  avoid 
abbreviations,  to  copy  verbatim  all  communications  from  Grand 
Lodge,  and  to  enter  the  names  of  all  members  paying  dues  with 
the  respective  amounts  attached.  This  makes  the  minutes  ap- 
pear far  more  elaborate  and  extensive  at  the  present  time  than 
in  former  years.  The  minutes  for  the  stated  meeting  held  Feb- 
ruary 14,  1889,  include  communications  from  Grand  Lodge 
embracing  thirty-five  hundred  words. 

MASONIC  VISITORS. 

Rarely,  if  at  any  time,  has  a meeting  passed  during  the 
past  fifty  years  at  which  there  has  been  no  visitor.  There  are 
a number  of  instances  where  the  record  states  that  from  twenty- 
five  to  forty  lodges  have  been  represented  by  from  fifty  to 
eighty  visiting  Brethren.  The  fraternal  feeling,  the  welcome 
extended,  by  the  warm  grasp  of  fellowship,  have  been  always  a 
charming  characteristic  of  the  members  of  Mitchell  Lodge.  The 
spirit  of  fraternity  has  been  spontaneous  and  sincere,  and  our 
visiting  craftsmen  have  taken  a delight  in  not  only  enjoying  the 
hospitality  of  Mitchell  Lodge,  but,  also,  the  privilege  of  proving 
themselves  reciprocal  under  similar  circumstances  in  their 
respective  Lodges. 

LODGE  VISITATIONS.  L 

Upon  a number  of  occasions  has  Mitchell  Lodge  frater- 
nized as  a body,  with  other  Lodges,  particularly  with  those 
whom  we  have  been  more  closely  affiliated  or  related, — notably 
Hiram,  No.  81;  Roxborough,  No.  135;  Fort  Washington, 
No.  308;  Friendship,  No.  400;  William  K.  Bray,  No.  410; 


Fritz,  No.  420;  Palestine,  No.  470,  and  Richard  Vaux,  No.  384. 
Many  of  the  Brethren  can  recall  just  such  visitations,  the 
warmth  of  welcome  as  the  predominating  feature,  and  the 
pleasure  and  benefit  derived  from  these  fraternal  intercourses. 

EDICT  AGAINST  CERNEAU  RITE. 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  June  13,  1889,  a final  edict,  issued 
May  11,  1889,  by  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  Brother 
Clifford  P.  MacCalla,  prohibiting  association  with,  or  recog- 
nition of  any  Master  Mason  who  claimed  association  or  mem- 
bership in  any  Cerneau  Rite  body,  was  promulgated. 

johnstown  flood  sufferers. 

There  was  also  read  at  the  same  meeting  an  appeal  from 
Grand  Master  Brother  MacCalla  in  behalf  of  the  distressed 
Masons  and  their  families  suffering  from  the  dire  results  of  the 
Johnstown  flood.  The  Lodge  gave  suitable  and  substantial 
response. 

PROFICIENCY  IN  THE  CRAFT. 

Attention  was  directed  by  the  Grand  Master,  July  10,  1890, 
to  that  portion  of  the  Ahiman  Rezon  requiring  proof  of  a 
Brother’s  proficiency  in  the  open  Lodge  before  advancing  him. 
This  regulation  was  subsequently  modified  to  the  extent  that  the 
most  essential  features  only  were  made  necessary  to  advance- 
ment. Some  six  or  seven  years  prior  to  this  permission  was 
granted  to  conduct  a School  of  Instruction,  under  the  super- 
vision of  Past  Master  Brother  Cornelius  M.  Jones.  This  school 
was  conducted  in  a rather  informal  manner,  and  principally  for 
the  benefit  of  Mitchell  Lodge  members,  for  a number  of  years, 
and  was  finally  supplanted  by  the  magnificent  Germantown 
School  of  Instruction,  of  which  Past  Master  Brother  James  R. 
Kendrick  was  the  first  Principal.  To  this  school  Mitchell  Lodge 
attributes  a considerable  part  of  its  success  during  the  past  few 
years,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  it  has  so  many  bright  and  active 
Masons  on  its  roll  of  membership. 
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GRAND  LODGE  VISITATION. 

June  14,  1894,  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  Brother 
Michael  Arnold,  accompanied  by  Grand  Lodge  officers,  paid 
Mitchell  Lodge  an  official  visitation.  The  occasion  was  marked 
by  an  unusual  attendance  of  Brethren,  over  two  hundred  and 
fifty  being  present.  Seventy-two  Lodges  were  represented  by 
one  hundred  and  seventy-one  visitors  ten  of  whom  were  from 
six  foreign  jurisdictions,  namely:  New  Jersey,  Illinois,  Mis- 
souri, Wisconsin,  Virginia,  and  Massachusetts. 

MASONIC  COURTESY. 

The  genuineness  of  Masonic  virtue  has  oftentimes  been 
tested,  and  those  sterling  qualities  which  tend  to  prove  the  true 
man  and  good  Mason  have  upon  many  occasions  been  brought 
to  the  surface  in  a most  pronounced  and  satisfactory  manner. 
A number  of  such  instances  are  recorded  in  the  minutes, 
where  the  value  of  being  a Mason  (and  more  particularly  the 
satisfaction  and  pride  that  these  practical  illustrations  give 
him),  prove  that  it  is  not  mere  idle  form,  but  rather  those 
essential  qualifications,  influenced  by  humane  and  charitable 
instincts  to  do  one’s  duty  and  to  do  it  cheerfully  and  well ! 
Members  of  the  Lodge  have  become  stranded  in  distant  places. 
They  were  befriended,  they  were  taken  into  the  fold  and  relieved 
according  to  their  necessities.  Others  have  died  at  far-away 
points,  where  they  have  either  been  given  a decent  Masonic 
burial,  or  their  bodies  sent  home,  and  all  arrangements  incident 
thereto  were  made  gratuitously.  Mitchell  Lodge  has,  in  like 
form,  proven  itself  reciprocal,  and  followed  the  same  precepts 
and  example  established  and  practiced  by  the  Fraternity  the 
world  over. 

PAST  MASTER  JOSEPH  M.  HILL. 

Past  Master,  Brother  Joseph  M.  Hill,  died  on  April  6, 
1897.  He  had  been  a member  of  the  Lodge  for  thirty-four 
years,  ever  active,  and  always  identified  with  all  work  that 
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meant  for  the  good  of  the  Fraternity,  and  Mitchell  Lodge  in 
particular.  He  was  indeed  one  of  the  regular  and  faithful 
members. 

MASONIC  HOME  SERVICES. 

The  services  at  the  Masonic  Home  are  in  charge  of  296 
once  each  year,  generally  in  January.  Germantown  clergymen 
and  choirs  or  soloists,  from  the  various  churches  have  con- 
tributed to  make  these  one  of  the  most  interesting  annual  events 
in  connection  with  the  Lodge. 

MITCHELL  LODGE. 

Mitchell  Lodge  comes  under  the  immediate  supervision  of 
the  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  and  as  such,  we  owe  our 
allegiance  primarily  to  him.  In  keeping  with  the  general  as- 
cendency of  Freemasonry,  the  Lodge  has  steadily  progressed 
during  the  past  seven  years;  in  fact,  beginning  with  the  year 
1882,  its  activity  in  the  work  has  been  almost  without  intermis- 
sion, and  the  influence  it  has  wrought  has  been  fully  appreciated 
by  the  various  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Masters  and  Grand 
Lodge  officers.  Its  record  is  clean.  Its  aim  is  to  respect  and  be 
respected.  Its  ambitition,  to  keep  aloft  that  beautiful  escutcheon 
— emblazoning  forth  those  virtues  which  make  us  men  and 
typify  us  as  Masons. 

The  Lodge  has  been  represented  on  the  various  Boards  of 
the  Almoners  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Charity  Fund,  the  Stewards 
of  the  Stephen  Girard  Charity  Fund  and  the  Bursars  of  the 
Thomas  R.  Patton  Memorial  Fund,  ever  since  they  have  been 
in  operation,  by  Past  Masters  whose  attention  and  interest  in  the 
work  for  sweet  charity’s  sake  has  been  devoted  and  true. 

banquet  room. 

The  corridor  on  the  second  floor  of  our  building  having 
been  used  as  a banquet  room  for  ordinary  occasions,  and  find- 
ing it  inadequate  and  not  adapted  for  such  a purpose,  upon 
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request  of  the  Lodge,  the  Hall  Association,  in  1900,  provided  us 
with  more  commodious  quarters  on  the  second  floor,  north  side, 
of  the  building,  and  beautified  its  interior.  About  one  hundred 
and  forty  persons  can  be  accommodated  at  one  time. 

by-laws. 

The  By-laws  of  the  Lodge  have  undergone  many  changes 
since  their  original  adoption.  Amendments,  alterations  and 
corrections  were  made  to  conform  with  Grand  Lodge  require- 
ments, as  well  as  to  meet  with  the  changes  of  time  and  condi- 
tion. Our  present  code  of  By-laws  was  adopted  March  10,. 
and  May  12,  1898,  and  approved  by  Grand  Lodge  June  1,  1898. 

PRESIDENT  MCKINLEY. 

A page  of  the  minutes  was  set  apart  and  resolutions  there- 
upon inscribed  “In  Memoriam”  to  our  martyred  President  of 
the  United  States,  Brother  William  McKinley.  These  were 
offered  and  unanimously  adopted  at  the  stated  meeting,  Octo- 
ber 10,  1901. 

“His  death  serene  and  glorious. 

The  last  end  of  the  good  man  is  peace ! 

How  calm  his  exit; 

Night  winds  fall  not  more  gently  to  the  ground, 

Nor  weary,  worn-out  winds  expire  so  softly.” 

OUR  LAST  OFFSPRING. 

At  the  meeting  held  November  14,  1901,  three  members 
resigned  preparatory  to  assisting  in  the  formation  of  Henry  W. 
Williams  Lodge,  No.  624,  which  was  successfully  and  auspici- 
ously constituted  in  Masonic  Hall,  Germantown,  on  December 
17,  1901,  by  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Master  Brother  George 
E.  Wagner. 

LODGE  FUNERAL  SERVICE. 

Conforming  with  a most  beautifully  and  appropriately 
worded  edict,  issued  by  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Master 


Brother  Edgar  A.  Tennis,  in  January,  1902,  Mitchell  Lodge  has 
regularly  observed  the  requirements  thereof,  by  holding  a 
special  meeting,  at  which  the  Lodge  funeral  service  was  read 
for  each  and  every  departed  Brother  to  whose  funeral  the 
Lodge  was  invited. 

A QUARTET  FROM  ONE  FAMILY. 

Notwithstanding  the  enviable  reputation  acquired  by  the 
Lodge,  in  conferring  the  degrees  upon  three  brothers  or  sons 
of  one  family,  upon  two  previous  occasions,  and,  as  if  wishing 
to  eclipse  its  previous  record,  the  Entered  Apprentice  and  Fel- 
low Craft  degrees  were  conferred  upon  the  four  Warke  brothers 
in  May  and  June,  1902. 

sesquicentennial  celebration. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  the  making 
of  George  Washington  a Mason  was  celebrated,  upon  a mag- 
nificient  scale,  on  November  4,  1902,  by  Grand  Lodge.  The 
President  of  the  United  States,  Brother  Theodore  Roosevelt, 
and  other  distinguished  Masonic  dignitaries  were  present  to  do 
honor  to  the  memory  of  the  illustrious  Brother  whose  greatness 
and  whose  name  will  not  be  forgotten  while  Freemasons  live. 
Past  Master,  Brother  Elias  M.  Firth  was  chosen  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  Lodge  296  on  this  occasion. 

With  no  less  enthusiasm  Mitchell  Lodge,  No.  296,  in  con- 
junction with  Hiram  Lodge,  No.  81,  and  Henry  W.  Williams 
Lodge,  No.  624,  also  honored  the  Father  of  Our  Country,  who 
was  made  a Mason  November  4,  1752.  The  celebration  was 
held  November  11,  1902,  and  the  exercises  brought  to  a success- 
ful conclusion  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  those  participating. 
A special  meeting  was  held  in  Masonic  Hall  at  seven  o’clock, 
and  closed  at  twenty-five  minutes  after  eight  o’clock,  P.  M. 
Worshipful  Master  of  Lodge  81,  Brother  Charles  H.  Bowditch, 
delivered  an  address  on  “Washington  as  a Citizen,”  and  Wor- 
shipful Master  of  Lodge  296,  Brother  Charles  L.  Lockwood, 
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delivered  an  address  on  “Washington  as  a Freemason.”  A 
banquet  followed  later  in  the  evening  at  Town  Hall,  German- 
town, which  was  attended  by  over  three  hundred  members  and 
their  guests. 

ANOTHER  TRIO. 

On  February  12,  1903,  petitions  were  received  from  the 
three  Eddishaw  brothers,  sons  of  Brother  Henry  Eddishaw, 
and  they  were  initiated  on  March  19,  1903. 

An  edict  issued  in  September,  1902,  requiring  Lodges  to 
close,  as  well  as  to  terminate  all  exercises  or  ceremonies  in 
connection  with  subsequent  banquets  or  refreshments,  before 
the  hour  of  midnight  has  been  strictly  and  cheerfully  observed. 

PAST  MEMORIES. 

On  September  1,  1904,  Brother  Thomas  Young  departed 
this  life,  and  at  a special  meeting,  held  on  September  3,  the 
number  of  eulogies  delivered  by  visiting  Brethren  and  members 
testified  to  his  worth  as  a man  and  as  a Mason,  and  also  gave 
evidence  of  the  unusual  esteem  with  which  he  was  regarded. 
Another  active  member  in  the  earlier  history  of  the  Lodge, 
Brother  William  Penn  Walters,  died  about  this  time.  He  had 
for  many  years  resided  at  Newton,  Kansas,  and  Lodge  No.  142, 
at  that  place,  gave  every  required  attention  to  him  through  his 
prolonged  sickness  and  to  his  burial. 

The  compiler  has  hurriedly  scanned  the  records  for  the 
past  twenty-five  years,  as  most  of  the  events  of  lesser  impor- 
tance not  chronicled  are  fresh  in  the  minds  of  the  Brethren. 

PRESENTATION  OF  STONE. 

The  stone  which  marked  Hopkin  Hall,  our  former  place 
of  meeting,  and  which  we  vacated  in  September,  1874,  has 
been  recovered  and  embellished  and  presented  to  Mitchell  Lodge 
by  Brother  Frederick  W.  Kaplan.  It  now  adorns  our  Lodge 
room,  having  been  set  in  the  wall,  over  the  Senior  Warden’s 
station,  by  Past  Master  Brother  John  G.  Schuler. 
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CHARITY  FUND. 


And  now  we  come  to  the  completion  of  this  history.  What 
more  fitting  theme  could  be  selected  to  make  final  mention  of 
than  Charity?  At  a stated  meeting,  held  on  May  n,  1905,  a 
resolution,  offered  by  Past  Masters  Brothers  Charles  L.  Lock- 
wood  and  Walter  H.  Bonsall,  was  adopted,  embodying  an 
amendment  to  the  By-laws,  whereby  a Charity  fund  of  five 
thousand  dollars  should  be  created  and  presented  to  the  Lodge, 
as  a permanent  fund,  on  the  occasion  of  its  Fiftieth  Anniver- 
sary. To  this  fund  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  has  been 
subscribed,  and  it  is  the  earnest  wish  and  prayer  of  every  true 
member  of  the  Lodge  that  it  may  be  builded  up  to  proportions 
commensurate  with  its  future  needs.  The  great  foundation 
upon  which  Freemasonry  rests  is  God,  and  the  greatest  cardinal 
virtue  with  which  He  has  actuated  and  blessed  the  Fraternity  is 
Charity. 

“We  read  in  the  Bible  of  virtues  just  three, 

Which  Masons  should  practice  in  every  degree. 

The  first  one  is  Faith,  which  is  used  before  sight, 

By  those  who  are  seeking  for  mystical  light. 

“The  next  one  is  Hope,  cheering  all  on  their  way

But  Charity  lives,  e’en  where  steps  never  trod, —
